Winnipeg, July 29.—A story in 
miniature of the progress of towns 
and cities along the line of the Grand 
Trunk Pacfic was related this morn- 
ing by G, U. Ryley, the land commis- 
sioner of the road. Mr. Ryley made 
public for the first time the complete 
salea to date of town lots from Win- 
uipeg to Edmonton, aad also of the 
éales at Prince Rupert, besides giving 
some interesting details of develop- 
ment in the latter city. He also an- 
neunced the sale in September of 21 
townsites along the main line west of 
Edmonton. 

Although it is scarcely a year since 
the western towns in the prairie pro- 
vinces were put upon the market a 
total of over 5,000 lots have been sold, 
all of them at a very good figure, and 

, the gales are increasing. he order 
in which town lots have been sold in 
the eight towns which top the list is 
as follows: Melville, Wainwright, 
Watrous, Rivers, Tofield, Bigger, 
Scott and Meighen. The town of 
Melville has ptobably achieved the 

reater sale of lotssbecause of the 
ah finee' that are well on the way 
to completion, north and south of that 
point. It is etated this morning that 
grading on the branch from Melville 
to Belearres will be completed by the 
end of August, and it is expected to 
have the steel jaid in time to take out 
this year’s wheat. 

New Tewns West of Edmonton. 
The new towns to be placed upon 

the market. west of Edmonton inside 

of two months are Acheson, Spruce 

Grove, Stonv Plain, Carvel, Duffield, 
Wabamun, Fallis, Gainesford, Harg- 
wen, Imrie, Junkins, Keston, Lea- 

man, Mackay, Niton, Otley, Peers, 

Rosevean, Thornton, Yates and Ed- 

son. All of these towns ary located 
in a wealthy agricultural district, 
which is already populated with  set- 
tlers, and many of them are admir- 
ably situated on rivera and lakes. 

The fact that steel laying is already 
in progress west of Edmonton should 

enhance the value of the lots greatly. 

The eurveyors are at present at work 
staking out the last of these town- 


sites. 
Marvellous Settlement. 

The settlement allfalong the new 
line this year has been marvellous, 
and the interest taken by the public 
in the opportunities open everywhere 
is reflected in the very heavy pas- 
senger traffic which has © been 
maiptained . ¢ince _ regular trains 
began to run. The Luce Land 
Company alone. has ‘brought in 
parties of from 60 to 100 settlers every 
two weeks from the central and west 
ern states. 

Sales in Prince Rupert. 

The land commissioner stated today 
that 2,465 lots had already been sold 
at the Prince Rupert townsite; the 
sales for theee amounting to over 4 
million and a quarter dollars. There 
was a total of 4,613 lots placed upea 
the market, but the company only 
sold a limited number of these in 
Vancouver and Victoria in all parts 
ot the townsite, and reserved the re- 
mainder for private sale in Prince Ru- 
pert and eastern points, including 
Winnipeg. The land commicsioner 
has been receiving applications for 
lots in Winnipeg, and a large number 
have been. sold here. 

Remarkably High Prices. — 

Almost’ all of Second and Third 
avenues, the principal thoroughfar 
of Prince Rupert, were sold out, the 
lots bringing from $1,200 to $5,000 
each. The highest price paid was for 
two lots in block 14, gn Second ave- 
nue. They were purchased by a Van 
couver firm for $16,500, While two 
months ago Prince Rupert was 4 
range of barren foothills, a sea ot 
stumps. Now that the property is ‘a 
growth of cedar it has today over 70 
buildings in course of erection, many 
completed and oceupied and others 
being planned and started; powder, 
axes and fires are removing the 
stumpe. Now that the property is in 
the hands of the public it is taking 
on some rapid changes, but in im- 
proved value. Since the lots were 
sold there hes been an average in- 
crease in price of 25 per cent.; much 
of it has jumped 50 per cent., and the 
majority of the property i+ not for sale 
at any price. Residences dre springing 
up on every street, and stores are scat- 
tered over a wide area. Citizens natural: 
ly built where they purchased, and each 
purchased without any idea of where 


anyone else purposed locating. The re- 
cult is a wide area of business and reeid- 
ence, 

Though 550 miles from Vancouver, the 
nearest railway point at present, Prince 
Rupert has exceptional transportation 
facilities; boats arrive and depart daily, 
and Canadian mails come and go four or 
five times a week. The C.P.R. has two 
steamers making a weekly schedule be- 
tween Seattle, Victoria, Vancouver, 
Prince Rupert, and Skagway, another 
boat makes a weekly round trip from 
Victoria to Prince Rupert, another 
steamer makes the smaller por's be- 
tweeu Vancouver and Prince Rupert 
twice a month, 

The Union 8.8. Co, have a steamer 
making a round trip weekly between 
Vancouver, Victoria and Prince Rupert, 
and another making regular trips up 
and down the coast. The Rupert City 
makes a weekly trip between Vancou- 
ver and the G.T.P. terminus, the Boe 
cowitz, Co. has two steameix making 
weekly round trips between Victoria and; 
Prince Rupert, and the Pacific Coast Co, ; 
have two steamers between Seattle and 
Skagway, both of -..ch stop at Prince | 
Rupert,

At the present time the streets of 
Prince Rupert are of three-inch plank. 
There are many miles of them, and all 
the traffic is on these plank roads en- 
tirely, On the maig thoroughfares there 
are five miles of 16-foot roads, and three 
miles of four foot walks.

Thermometer Reached 83 Degrees, the 
Same as on Thursday of a Week 
Ago — Magnificent Weather For 
R mening, the Crops—Tomperature 
To-day Hovering Around 75.

JAPAN KEEPS AGREEMENTS.

Immigration to Canada and U.S. Re- 
stricted ss Arranged. 

Ottawa, July 29.—A_ report from 
Canadian Trade Commissioner 
Harris, of Yokohama, shows | that 
Japan is strictly adhering to agree- 
ments made last year with Canada 
and the United States to restrict 
Japanese immigration to this contin- 
ent. For the first five months of 


‘this year the total Japanese inmigra- 


tion to America was 718, as compared 
with 2,275 for the corresponding period 
of 1909, The number who came to 
Canada were only 184, and of these 
56 were classed as non-laborers. Dur- 
ing five wnonths, 163 Japanese re- 
turned home from Canada, thus leav- 
ing the net increase only 21.

being formed to establish an im- 
mense hydro-electric power industry 
in Japan.

SHAM BATTLE ENDS 
INSPECTION OF 101ST 


Lieut; Col. Cruickshank Views Move- 
ments of Troops—Attacking Party 
Conducts Clever Assault Under 
Command of Col, ‘Edwards. 


Lieut. Col. Cruickshank last night 
completed his inapection of *he lolst 
Fusiliers. The regiment was exercie- 
ed in the attack and defence and for) 
the third time the movements .ook 
the form of a sham battle. 

The attacking party under com: 
mand of Col. Edwards, consisted of 
six companies which were conveyed 
to the west end of the city in apecial 
cars and worked their way eastWard 
along the flats by the golf grounds 
er cover of bushes and trees, 
he defence party comprised of A. 
company with 60 of the cadets was ia 
charge of Major Carstairs, who en- 
trenched his men in a strong position 
on the hill at Ninth street. To dis- 
tinguish the contestants tne attacking 
party were clad in working suits 
blue. 

Sn great number of people witnessed 
the 

the hill at Ninth and, Tenth streets 
and all along the bank as far as Six- 
teenth street there was a scattered 
line of spectators. 

Tt was nearly nine o’elock when 
the first shots came from the bushes 
which concealed the attacking party. 
The defenders commenced firing some 
time before there was an answering 
shot. For upwards of half an hour 
the valley of the river resounded to 
the din of musketry. Then the at- 
tacking party swarmed up the hill 
and the defenders running out ot 
ammunition were forced to surrends:. 

When the regiment had been drawn 
up in review order, Lieut. Colonel 
Cruickshank addressed the men briet- 
ly, declaring himself greatly pleased 
with the order and steadiness with 
which they had carried out the ex 
ercises of the evening. 

“As.far as I could see,”’ said the 
inspecting officer, “the movements 
both on the part of the attack and de- 
fence were excellently done, and 
were carried out with tnat deliber- 
ation and concentration of tire which 
is so essential in such an exercise. 
You did your work well and I am ob- 
liged to you for it.” 

The regimental band which was 
stationed near the Parliament build- 
ings played a number of selections 
during the evening. Its position how- 
evér was so far away from the firing 
line in which the spectators were 
chiesly interested that few people 
heard the music,

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Spanish Throne Tottering From Re. 
volt Incited by Anarchists and 
Socialists. 
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* THREE GREAT POWERS 
OFFER AID TO SPAIN. 


London,July 30—The British 
cabinet at a meecing today 
considered the feasibility of 
England, Germany and France 
aiding Spain in putting down 
the war in Morocco, The 
Spanish government is on the 
verge of (mposing indiscrim- 
inate conscriptions. Spain 
needs more men, but there has 
been no patriotic awakening 
yet. All Spaniards over 20 
years have been ordered to re- 
port for military duty, but the 
order has not been generally 
obeyed, the sons of wealthy 
damilies being not compelled 
to report. 


* * 
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Madrid, July 29.—The 
throne is tottering today, 
hundred cities are in arms against 
the King. The Revolutionists are 
gathered everywhere to fight the 
troops. The population of Corbera are 
in a frenzy. Railroad tracks are tora 
up, buildings dynamited and set on 
fire, destroying many thousands of 
dollars’ worth of property. Madden- 
ed by the sight of a train carrying 
recruits, the inhabitants of Culera, on 
the Port Bou line, destroyed the road- 
bed for seven kilometres. Spain .$ 
determined to follow her policy, how- 
ever, The war in Morocco will be 
prosecuted even at the cost of inter- 
national peace.

Desperate Situation in Barcelona. 

The desperate situation in Barce- 
lona is shown by reports from tne 
djsturbed city: Despatches assert 
that the revolutionary element holds 
the upper hand. The government 
troops, finding themselves insuffici- 
ent to take the revolutionary strong- 
‘holds, have been forced to abandor 
several quarters, leaving the revolu- 
tionists in control. Further trouble 
is anticipated when the naval infan- 
try, which was ordered to that city 
today, arrives, Military governor >f 
Barcelona today published a decree 
which ordeved the inhabitants of the 
city to return to the’r homes. Any- 
one found in the streets after 24 hours 
is in danger of being shot, 

Rioting in Barcelona. 

Paris, July 29.—Conditions in Spain 
ure reported so grave tonight that it 
is rumored that a provisional govern- 
ment has been proclaimed at Barce 
lona and that the revolution has 
spread to the surrounding provinces. 
The populace has become infuriated 
by the news that the Spanish lost 
3,000 in a great battle with the Moors, 
and it is admitted that the sityation 
is now such as to threaten the reign- 
ing dynasty. Rioting is so extensive 
and desperate as to suggest the days 
of the Paris commune. The demon- 
stration at Barcelona against recruit 
ing for the Moroccan campaign has 
assumed such an aspect that. the 
streets are filled with barricades, 
which are being fiercely bombarded 
by artillery, It is said that heavy 
fighting is-in progress in three cen- 
tral squares of Barcelona; that the 
number of dead and wounded is hea 
vy and that the gutters are running 
with blood. Machine guns and grape 
are being used against the rioters. 
Women and children everywhere are 
wandering in search of husbands and 
parents, Incendiarism is common, 
Fighting is general throughout the 
city and suburbs. Many of the peo 
ple are fleeing fpom the larger towns 
to the open country, where there is 
less danger. 

To Crush Rebellion. 

Macrid, July 29.—Notwithstanding 
official denials the rumor persists tuat 
King Alfonso will form a military 
cabinet, presided over by General 
Weyler, and that Weyler has been 
commanded by the King to crush the 
rebellion, It is officially admitted 
today what the government called a 
Spanish victory at Nelilla was real 
ly a disaster, and that 3,900 Spanish 
troops fell, either killed or wounded

Dryden, lives on the old homestead, 
Maple Shade farm, Brooklyn, near 
Whitby. The daughters are Mrs. (Dr.) 
C, L. Starr, of Bloor street, west; 
Mrs. (Rev.) W. W. Macmaster, St. 
John, N.B., Mrs. (Rev.) J. C. Syeca- 
more, Hamilton; Mrs. (Rev.) W. E, 
Mathews, Chatham, the last three be- 
ing. wives of Baptist ministers; and 
Mrs. C. J. Zavitz.

DID HE MEET WITH FOUL PLAY? 


Suspicious Circumstances Surround 
Death of C.P.R. Brakeman, 


North Bay, July 29.—The finding of 
the dead body of C. A. Ardell, C.P.R. 
brakeman, neer Markstay, on July 1, 
and the circumstances surrounding 
the tragedy occasioned the suspicion 
at the time that his death was not the 
result of accident, but no inquest was 
held and the body was buried with- 
out examination. Ardell’s train wae 
held up by a wreck ahead and he took 
advantage of the wait to visit a farm- 
house about a mile away, where a 
dance was in progress, but* the  in- 
mates deny that he ever reached 
there. His body was found next 
morning near the railway tracks in 
a mangled condition. In Markstay 
the impression is general that Ardell 
met with foul play and was placed 
upon the railway tracks. The case is 
now under investigation. 


CURES REPORTED AT 
ST, ANNE’S SHRINE 


Faith in Miraculous Power of Relics 
of Good Saint Causes Intense Ex- 
citement Among Afflicted—Three- 
Year-Old Cured of Blindness, 


New York, July 20—One of the moat 
remarkable religious demonstrations 
ever witnessed in this country has 
been brought to a close in the Roman 
Catholic church of St. Jean Baptiste, 
where in a little silver case are treas- 
ured two small bones that are believed 
to be from ‘the wrist of St, Anne, 
mother of the Virgin Mary. 

On the first day of the Novena re- 
markable cures were reported, among 
them being that of a woman who is 
said to have regained her sight. This, 
and many reports of similar miracles 
caused thie little church to be besieged 
day and night by the blind, the lame 
and the halt, and many pitiable scens 
were witnessed, Believing parents 
carried tu the shrine children who had 
deen ill irom birth. 

Others brought men and women s0 
crippled that they could not walk, 
and scores of the blind were led to 
the altar rail to kiss the little silver 
ease, and frequently utter their pray- 
ers to St, Anne for deliverance from 
their physical woes. 

The tush of supplicants became so 
great that special details of police- 
men who formed the crowds into line,

BRITISH INTERESTS IN PANIC 


Total Loss of Trade With India May 
Result from Efforts of Agitators. 


London, July 29.--Big British busi- 
ness interests are in a panic today 
over the threatened boycott of Eng- 
lish goods in India, even more .aan 
they are over the anti-British demon 
stration planned throughout the coun- 
try August 7. 

If the boycott could be made per- 
manently effective England might 4till 
be able to hold India, but it is doubt- 
ful if it would be worth holding. ‘uc 
country has wonderful resources of 
its own, and enterprising German, 
French and Chinese firms are keen 
to break the English monopoly of 
trade there. 

Natjve ‘professors of @Qhe Jeading 
Indian colleges are publicly advocat- 
ing the anti-British movement and 
are urging the people to join the boy- 
cott. Ajit Singh, deported at the 
same time as the famous disturber, 
Lala Lajpat Rai, and subsequently al- 
lowed to return, and Arabinde Chezo, 
another widely known anti-English 
agitator, are going through the eoun 
try preaching passive but stubborn 
resistence to British authority 

Sedition continues to spread, While 
the India office in London was at first 
disinclined to take the situation seri- 
ously, the veiled threat by Sir Nor 
man Baker, who recently told the 
Bengal council that, if the Indians 
did not co-operate with the govern- 
ment, there would still be a solution, 
but neither a peaceful nor a painless 
one, has shown the government offi 
cials that Englishmen on the ground 
do not regard it lightly.

Crops Have Had Pienty of Rain— 
Some Guesses at the Yield—Farm- 
ers Very Well Satisfied with Con- 
ditions—Cutting Will Start From 
August 15 on. 


Winnipeg, July 29.—The wheat n 
the west is heading out rapidly, ant 
while it is coming to maturity the 
&xperts are engaged in a discussion 
about the size of the crop. Varying 
repovts as to the conditions which 
have prevailed since seeding are now 
being circulated, and it is difficult to 
obtain from the mass of material 
that which is impartial in it# conclu 
sions and estimates. It is admitted 
that in the greater part of the coun 
try the rainfall for June was below 
the expectations of the farmers, while 
that for the first three weeks of July 
was excessive The abundances 
of moisture coming so late in the sea- 
son will have a tendency to retard 
the ripening of the grain, and as seed 
ing was late, there will be a clo 
shave for the crop during the latter 
part of August. This much may ! 
learned from a study of the hundred 
odd reports now at hand, but beyond 
that there is littl gn of agreement 
among the “authorities About ten 
days ago the Winnipeg Commercial 
in a review of the ituation made a 
preliminary estimate of 150,000,009 
bushels for the three Proving Tw 
or three days later Mr. Donald Many 
of the Canadian Northern Railway 
told a Chicago newspaper that th: 
vield would probably be about 140, 
009,000 bushels, A well known rel 
way official in Winnipeg estimat 
that the total production will be at

Their individual 
timates of the average yield for tnat 
land might vary as much as two 
bushels to the acre, and neither would 
be surprised at the other's guess 
With so many varying estimat it 
not easy to attach great importance 
to any one, especially as it is etill 
rather early in the season to reach a 
conclusion, \ great many calam 
ities may befall the crop Letween now 
and harvest time, and it is certain 
that there will be some loss throug 
either hail or frost or drouth or 
windstorm, If any man ‘thinks that 
he can make the proper allowance for 
the vagaries of the elements during 
the next five or six weeks he should 
be in the meteorological bureau, and 
not in ordinary business, The major 
ity of the men who are now busy 
with estimates are in ordinary bus.- 
ness, 

Weather Has Been Favorable. 

The relation of the crop to the wep 
ther of the past mouth is an import 
ant consideration, and jt is freely ad- 
mitted that the general atmospheric 
conditions have been most favorabl 
to the growing grain. The amount of 
moisture during ly has been greater 


than was needed especially in districts

The probable date of the 
commencement of wheat harvesting 
jis an important item on the speeula- 
live programme at the present time 
From the information now at hand 
it is believed that cutting will com 
Tence in some parts of the country 
as early ws August 15, he grain 
which was sown before the severe 
spring frosts came on will probably 
be ready by that date, but this, of 
course, constitutes only a small pro 
portion of the total area, The bulk 
oi the wheat will not ripen before 
August 20, and some of it may rup 
on as late as September 1. Jf the 
harvesting operations be general oy 
the latter date the west will have ao 
reason to complain, The sowing was 
not general until the middle of May, 
and fifteen weeks is a short enough 
period in which to expect matured 
wheat, It is likely that the cutting 
will be in full blast before September 
1, if the weather conditions in general 
continue as favorable as they have 
been during the past month, And, 


on the other hand, it is by no means 
impossible that it may ‘be held back 
for a week on account of unfavorable 
climatic developments. The first two 
weeks of August will be a determining 
factor in this connection, 

Farmers Satisfied With Outlook, 

It is taken for granted that there 
will be at least a moderately good 
yield of wheat in the west, no matter 
what may happen in some districts, 
The only damege which has occurred 
60 far has been caused by hail and 
windstorm, and these unwelcome vis- 
itors have manifested their activity 
in comparatively smal! areas, OCom- 
plaints of insufficient precip{tation 
have come in from parts of Manitoba, 
but it was not possible to determing 
whether the dryness had caused any 
actua] damage as yet. The soaking 
rains of the past few days have sav- 
ed the situation and drowned the 
wails of discontent. Every day serves 
to bring the harvest time appreciably 
closer, and ordinarily decent weather 
will fulfill the farmers’ hopes.

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MONARCH WANTS A SCHOOL. 
Editor Bulletin 

Sir,—Whatever the Department of 
Edueation at Edmonton may or may 
not do in the cases of other towns 
and other districts, it is certainly ex- 
tremely dilatory where Monareh 
concerned. On the Ist October, 1908, 
an application was made to the dg 
partment, asking that a school district 
should be established. After the 
usual formal letters had been ex- 
changed and aftér the department had 
satistied itself that the district eon- 
tained the requisite number of chil- 
dren which must be contained in a 
neighborhood before a school district 
ean be formed, a long period of vexa- 
tious delay ensued. here are now 
thirty-four children in the Monareh 
district who need education in the 
worst way, but there is absolutely no 
provision for them as far as the gov- 
ernment is concerned. In some 
cases parents have been compelled to 
employ private tuition, or take the 
alternate of allowing their children 
to be deprived of all education what- 
ever. In vider to ivens the district 
which has been asked fer, it appears 
to be necessary to take away portions 
from the Finlay and Rose Butie dis- 
tricts. As long ago as April 22nd of 
this year the Department wrote stat- 
ing that “if there was no serious op- 
position from the Finlay and Rose 
Butte districts, the authorities at 
Monarch would be at liberty to call 
their first meeting.”’ No serious op- 
position has been encountered from 
either Finlay or Rose Butte. ‘Indeed, 
both places have signified their will- 
ingness to allow the necessary altera- 
tions to their districts to be made. 
not apparent on the face of the mat- 
not apparent o nthe face of the mat- 
ter, nothing is done. A number of 
letters have been exchanged on both 
sides, but the conclusion of the affair 
is as far off today as it was on Octo- 
ber Ist, 1908, when the correspondence 
first commenced, What is the mat- 
ter with the Department?

Quickly arousing 
her children and throwing as many 
clothes as possible out of the wine 
dows, Mrs. Griffiths led the way 
hastily down the back stairs and 
viewed from the lawn the destruction 
of her pretty summer home.

VISIBLE SUPPLY. NOT. LARGE. 


Trade und Commerce Department's 
Report Indicates That. 


Ottawa, July 2.—-In. the+ present 
state of speculation i fatupes, con- 
siderable importance naturaly | at- 
taches to the world’s visible supply of 
wheat that with the vesidde of last 
season's crop has not yet been mar: 
keted, 

It will fherefcre be interesting, now 
that Canada has become a factor in 
the world’s bread supply, to know 
that according to the Trade and 
Commerce Depariment to July 16 the 
visible supply of wheat amounted to. 
about 1,862,73% bushels. 

This, in comparison with previous 
years, is regarded as small. The 
Canadian returns include wheat held 
at terminal and eastern transfer, ¢le- 
vators, and considering the lateness 
of the season may be fairly consider- 
ed as the visible wheat supply in the 
Dominion. Of this quantity 651,000 
bushels are held in elevators at Fort 
William, 650,000 bushels in Port Ar- 
thur elevators, and 267,000 in the 
elevators at Goderich. 

As compared with the total of last 
year’s crop available for export the 
elevator holdings are regarded as be- 
low the average.

Ottawa, July 29.—A deputation from 
Brandon, headed by Mayor Adolphe 
and introduced by Hon, Clifford Sit- 
ton, waited on Sir Wilfrid Laurer 
this morning to ask that the govern- 
ment bring pressure to bear on sue 
G.T.P. to compel the prompt con- 
struction of the company’s proposed 
branch line connecting Brandon with 
the main line of the G.T.P. at Justice,
